The m inutes were read and ap­ 
proved, arid as there was no un fin 
jshed business, no petitions or re 
ports, council pasai^d on to theordl 
nances. 
The first one th a t came to their 
notice was the new fire ordinance 
which provides th a t there shall be ap 
pointed a t the first regular niectlDg 
of the council, held after the aecond 
Monday in April, 
one fire chief of 
the fire departm ent, who shall lie an 
active inemlier of the fire departm ent 
and shall have served from three to 
five years as a member of the depart 
ment. The fire chief shall give Ismd 
In the sum of ll,non, and he shall a|>- 
p<»int an assistant fire chief, who shall 
give bond in the sum of I.'><ni 
The 
chief shell also establish two grades 
of firemen, the number of men in each 
grade to lie fixed by council. The 
firemen shall not exceed i'»0 years in 
age and shall he tem(>eratc in habits. 
All members of the first grade shall 
give bond in the sum of li>OU, and 
shall h a\e and exercise all 
police 
power, as conferred by ordinances of 
the city, and suhiect to police duty 
within three squares of the fire sta­ 
tion, under the direction of the fire 
clillf and mayor, hut shall not have 
to serve over six hours lier day. 
H is 
made the duty of the fire chief to ex­ 
amine all buildings from tim e to time. 
The salary of the fire chief is fixed at 
1780 i>cr annum : th a t of assistant a t 
HMiO; firemen of first grade, SOINI, and 
those of the second grade, $.'>40 
As SE Min as the clerk finished read­ 
ing Mils ordinauE'e, Marshall moved 
the rules lie suspended, and lie placed 
OD its final passage. 
His motion was 
seconded by I’eake, aud the ordinance 
was passed unanimously w ithout any 
discussion. 
A resolution to construct sidewalks 
OD one side of Lisbon street was read 
for the first time, aud referred to the 
street com mittee. 
Then came a genuine surprise to 
nearly every person present, as Clerk 
Hanley read the new saloon ordinance, 
fixing the tim e for their closing a t 9 
o’clock, the same tim e as it was Is'fore 
the present ordinance went InUi ef­ 
fect.

W ashington, April 2!).-—The senate 
committee on naval affair* has made 
public the testimony taken iii the armor 
plate investigation. 
This inviwtigation 
was directed largely at Commander 
Folger, who had incept od a {amit inn 
with tho Harvey company after his re­ 
tirement from the oftice OI chief of tile 
bureau of ordnance of tim navy depart­ 
ment. 
In his testimony Mr. Folger 
said that he had felt a deep interest in 
Mr. Harvey’s d is<m»ry from the begin- 
ning, hut that Jie did not agr**’ with 
the Harvey company to enter its em­ 
ploy until aft« rile had feaifpied a* chief 
:>f ordnance*, 
lie says that he did not 
go to Europe to arrange contracts with 
foreign governments, ns stated iii the 
senate resolution, but to settle a con­ 
troversy with the foreign agent of the 
company. 
Mr. Folger admitted asking that Har­ 
vey's application for patent lie csjs* 
(hied, but said this was done because of 
tin* novelty and importance to the de­ 
partment of his invention. He said that 
while with the department In* wu* not 
influenced iii his dealing* w itll the Har­ 
vey company bv the possibility that he 
might enter tim employment of the 
company. 
In reply to a question as to the cost 
of manufacturing armor plate and the 
l>rice Mid by the government, he said 
ne believed the cost to is* from 3250 to 
Iliumi a ton, while the price Mid is |5fiO. 
I think," he continued, "that the <\*t 
should be taken alone as a measure of 
t hi* price that we should t>ay. Therein 
a certain risk that manufacturers may 
have armor plato thrown bark upon 
their hands, through failure to [miss 
cont met tests, and that enhances the 
price somewhat." 
Secretary Herbert explained iii his 
testimony many |s>ints under investiga­ 
tion, among others the reason why Hsm:- 
retary Tracey provided a fund of 2 cents 
lM*r | iou ii d on armia’ made by the Car­ 
negie company in addition to the price 
paid, saying it wa# to iindemnify the 
company 
against a claim 
of 
the 
Schneider company of Oreusat, France, 
for infringement of patent. 
He said 
the money thus provided had never 
Im Hut paid and that tho payment had 
been resisted. 
He said it had been de­ 
sirable, at the time the contract was 
made, to have competition in the con- 
d rn ct ion of armor plate, the Bethlehem 
company was the only institution capa­ 
ble of manufacturing it at that time, 
and he thought this consideration would 
have Imh-11 sufficient to justify the otter 
of the 2 cents additional if competition 
m aid not otherwise !>e seemed. 
Mr. Herliert said that up to date #5,- 
522,21(4 had 1mh*ii paid to the Bethlehem 
company and $4,US? JBI to Carnegie for 
armor plate. 
Existing contract! call for 
3*4)0,OOI) more. 
He said the manufact­ 
urers had agreiHi to reduce the price on 
future contracts to $450 par ton, but the 
nlute at that price was not to be horvey- 
iacd. 
The wH-rctarv gave the opinion, as 
Senator Chandler bu* given, that the 
Harvey patent was invalid, and would 
so Im- decided. 
He had therefore de­ 
cided iud to jay on that account. 
Kx-8e<rctary Tracey, in testifying. 
said that the Harvoy process had been 
called to his attention by Commander 
Folger in IMO and he (Tracey) had con- 
clndi*d that if this process could be ap­ 
plied to nickel steel we should have an 
ideal armor, and after it had been 
demonstrated that this could be done 
the system was adopted. 
Referring to 
the contrai r* with the Bethlehem and 
Carnegie works he said it was not true, 
as senators teemed to suppose, that he 
haii taken any of the contrada awarded 
to Bethlehem and given them to Car­ 
negie. 
He had taken one contract for 
deck armor from the Bethlehem com- 
jrnny and given it to the Linden com­ 
pany, saving tile government about 
§400,000. In his efforts to induce Car­ 
negie to found an armor plant he had 
tried to induce him to make a lower 
price than that charged at Bethlehem. 
bul had failed. For the same reason he 
allowed the 2 conia a pound additional 
to indemnify the firm in the Conti*! 
over the patent. 
Mr. Andrew Carnegie, in giving hi* 
statement, said that ex-Boi retary Tracey 
and President Harrison had tieen re­ 
sponsible for forcing him into the mak­ 
ing of armor. 
"If it had not been for 
a telegram received when I was abroad, 
stating that Secretary Tracey had re­ 
quested us to do so, as our duty, to help 
the United States government out of its 
difficulty when its shij** were standing 
in the stocks and it could mg get armor, 
you would never have found the Car­ 
negie company engaged in the manu­ 
facture of armor.
